Pear Mr. Leueéhner: 


Just before leaving for Niegara Falle,N.Y., early 
thie evening, I receive the following telegram from you: 


"Can you pan dle Phila, Stars-Neweark Eagles July 16th & 20th. 
Answer Western Union,” 


Having celled up the Hyde Park Stadium office in Niegera Falls inme- 
diately upon receipt of your telegram, I was unable to contect the Di- 
rector of Recreation, who hee direot charge of renting out Hyde Park 
Ste dium, until shortly after gix o'vlock. Upon determining thet I could 
get thos detea, I have reserved game tentatively, pending my definite 
closing with you, and have sent pen the following telegram: "Received 
your telegram, Newerk and Philly 0.K. July l8th and 2th, Writirg Special 
Delivery-Air Mail." 


Due to the fact that I had to get to Niegara Falle,N.Y., im time for 
tonight's game et Hyde Perk Stadium between the Cincinneti Buckeyes and 
Chicago American Giants, I wes unable to write you at length until now 
shortly before midnight, upon my return beck home here from iiegere rello. 
Although we have not closed definitely as to terme for thoæ dtes, se 
yet, I have taken the chance of announcing over the loud speaker system 
at Hy de Perk Stadium tonight, severe times during the geme, thet the 
Philadelphia Stars end Newark Negles will pley the firs gene of this 
gess on at Hyde Park Stedinm between two clubs of the Negro National League 
when those two clube will meet eat Hyde Park Stedium on next Saturdey night. 
I have also spoken to the radio commentators and sports editor et Niegera 
Palle about the coming of these clubs, md they will stert advertising this 
beginning tomorrow, Sat.July 11th,1942. So much for thet, 


When I firat looked at your wire, I thought thet you probably meant 
Aug. 18th and 2th;1942, but upon checking those detes carefully, I have 
found July 18th end Oth to be correct, and I am taking it for granted 
thet those two clubs will play at Offermann Stedium in bu fralo on Sunday, 
July 19th,1942, which is next Sunday, under some other person's promotion, 
and I teke tt that it mpy be wmder the promotion of Mr.Willieme,of Detroit. 
This mkes no @ifference to me, and I will work just ee herd for the ip- 
tereste of the Newark Eagles end Philly Stars for July 18th and 20th 91942, 


as I would if I were promoting the game on July 19th,1942, also,

While I am in position to stage the gem at Lockport,N.Y., om July 
20th,1942, I would suggest thet both games be played et Hyde Park Stadium 
in Niagara Pealls,N.Y., om July 18th and 20th,194c, because you will do 
better financially there. I have experimented with Lockport, and find it 
a very cheap town. We cannot get the straight admission of 55 cents that 
we get in Niagara Felis,N.Y., and Lockport is only about one third the 
gize wed — Falls in population. It is no where near as good a base bell 
town either. 


For your information, I wish to state here that besides having quite a 

00a gized colored population in Niagara Fealle,N.Y. now, there is also a 
$50,000,000 comstruction job going on just five miles north of Niagara Falls, 
N.Y., Where the U.S, government is constructing a big TNT plant, with some 
2500 to 3000 men working on this huge job. Most of these persons now live 
in Niagara Fells or vicinity, and we get a good crowd of those workers tc 
each of our games in Niagara Falls, As a matter of fact, the Cincinnati 
Buckeyes and Jacksonville Red Capps drew more paid ed@m@iseiona on a Thurs» 
day night then on the preceding night when those two clubs met on two con- 
secutive nights at Hyde Perk Stadium im Niagara Felle,N.Y. I wish, there- 
fore, that you samotion both gemes to be played at Hyde Park Stedium in 
Niagara Palls,N.Y., on July 16th and 2th,8942, 


Now es to terms, let us not "dilly-delly" too long about this, end 
let us get together at the earliest possible time, sọ thet I can devote the 
next several days to properly advertising and exploiting these gnes at 
Hyde Park Stedium in Niagara Fells,N.Y. Here ere my suggestions, and you 
can take your choice of one or the other: I will be giad to give each of 
he visiting clubs twenty five per cent (25%) of the gross receipts, and 
pay the rentel of the bell pe rk, and ell opereting expense from the valance, 
including rental of Hyde Perk Stedium end use of lights; #11 redio and — 
news paperdiaplay edvertising end publicity; printing end putting up of ple- 
cards; ticket sellers, $ekers, ushers, bell watchers, loud speaker system 
and announcer et games; bese balls used im games and umpires; OR, IF YOU 
PREFER, I will be glad to work on the following other vesis: after first 
deducting the perk rental and payment of necessary help at ball park, 
base balls used im game end umpires, I will give each club one third,re- 
taining also a third for us to take care of all the other expenses end our 
remuneretion for our work on these gemes, Since writing you last, we have 
also engaged a somd truck to Qdo some street eadvertiaing for 2 couple of 
evenings before the night of the game, md we also have ‘he sound system 
installed for all games et Hyde Perk Stadium now, entertcining the petrons 
for an hour before the geme, then announcing ell the pleyers, batteries, 
etc., before @ d during each gam, and also making various other amounce- 
ments ebout future attractions coming to Hyde Park Stadium, 


In order to ecquaint the managers of the Newark Eeglee and Philly Stars, 
or rether the owners of those clube, about these latest developmente here, 
I am sending each of them a copy of this letter, so that they can get to- 
gether with you at the earliest possible time, end thereby enable you to 
wire me the finel and definite confirmetion by Mondey, July 15th,1942, on 
which day, I wish to get our placards printed.
